United States Tobacco Journal as to the 
necessity for.prompt action on the Su- 
natra question, it congressional legisla- 
non is no'oded to correct the detects of 
;ho present tariff law, havo had their 
effect on tobacco growers throughout the 
country. 
it is generally admitted that if any 


remedial steps are taken it must bo by 
tho farmers. 
Tha ciaar manufacturers 


use Sumatra because it is tho glossiest 
Block in tho market, aud because their 
customers peremptorily demand it. Loaf 
dealers are merely catering to the desires 
ot manufacturers when they keep it in 
Dtook. They cannot muka as mucli prolit 
in Sumatra as iu seed leaf, but they must 
keep abreaet of tho times oven_ it their 
profits aro smaller. 
Tho finding of a 


market for need leaf must become as 
much a port of tho farmer's business as 
tho cultivation ot it. 
Whether tho American tobacco farmer 


can grow a tobacco as cood in looks as 
tho Bast India rival still remains an un- 
solved conumdruin. 
They havo found, 


however, that in order to compote in any 
way with Sumatra they must be content 
with loss than 10 cents a pound for what 
they now raise. In Sumatra they have 
got assorting down to a Quo point Ihey 
assort tbeir tobacco in no less than tmriy- 
throe shades of brown. 
With so much 


care taken with, tboir crops, it is impos- 
sible to hope that the reputation ,of Su- 
matra will ever b'e spoiled. 
Plainly, then, tho only hope ot tho 


American tobacco grower is either to raise 
as good as Sumatra—OB glossy and ot as 
uniform color—or to get congress to slap 
on a restrictive or prohibitive duty. 


Tne latter, it is apprehended, will be 


an impossibility, for-no duty will be so 
high as to prevent Sumatra tobacco being 
uBeilin this country. It has found a lodg- 
ment tlmt no tariff can very materially dis- 
turb; besides there is a considerablo ele- 
ment in congress who are in favor of low-
